Good day, Officer Patrick, 

And thank you for sending that material, although I am still completely at a loss as to 
why you all feel like you have to use the mail to send data. 

It appears that that PDF was made in March 2019. And yet APD did not inform me that it 
was ready until October. As I'm reasonably sure you're aware, the CPRA forbids local 
agencies like LAWA from delaying access to records. The law requires a good faith effort 
to provide not just access but prompt access. Waiting for six months after a PDF is 
created in order to provide it is entirely inconsistent with this mandate. 

Also, it makes it seem exceedingly likely that you all have other material over there 
that's ready to send but you have not. Please send it immediately.

I really don't want to discuss these issues in person. 
Therefore if I don't hear from someone at LAWA by 5 pm 
today with definitive answers to these questions I will have 
to reschedule my inspection for Thursday, November 21 at 
9 am. Meanwhile, if you'd like to mail them to me by 
some method that doesn't require my signature, of course, 
that will suffice although it is certainly not ideal as I 
believe the law requires LAWA to transfer electronic 
records electronically.
